WATER .  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Wonnacott  the  Water  Engineer  for  the 
following  particulars. 

Millom  &  Baystone  Bank  Reservoir.  During  the  year  no  shortage 
of  water  was  experienced,  this  cah  be  accounted,  for  by  the  fact 
that  there  was  56.81  inches  of  rain  recorded  on  the  gathering 
ground,  which  rainfall  was  above  the  average  for  the  locality. 

The  average  consumption  per  day  for  the  ycrar  shows  a 
gradual  increase  in  demand  since  1939,  and  for  1942  details  are 
as  follows: -

This  increased  consumption  is  due  to  a  heavier  trade  demand 
and  the  increased  number  of  houses. 


The  work  of  renewing  several  mains  and  services  was 
continued  and  under  the  Mains  Renewal  Scheme ,  the  mains  in  five 
street®  were  relaid  involving  a  total  length  of  620  yards. 

During  the  year  2350  yards  of  6;*  and  4;?  mains  were  laid  to 
the  Dumb  Lane  Housing  Site  and  84  services  laid. 

Repairs  were  carried  out  at  the  Reservoir  on  the  North  West 
corner,  a  small  retaining  wall  had  been  washed  in  by  flood  water, 
and  the  new  work  has  eliminated  the  turbidity  of  the  water,  due 
to  the  erosion  of  the  ground  at  this  point.

Millora.  The  following  works  were  carried  out  on  the  main 
sewers  during  the  year. 

420  yards  of  15'*  sewer  were  relaid  at  Lumb  nan§*  - 
The  Old  sewer  was  taken  out,  levels  taken  and  the  new  sewer 
laid  in  direct  line  with  the  iiolborn  Hill  and  Moor  Road  sewers. 


Permission  was  given  by  the  Council  to  carry  out  improve¬ 
ments  to  the  Main  Sewer  which  serves  the  dwelling  houses  at 
Borwick  Rails,  which  had  been  a  considerable  source  of  troutue 
owing  to  continued  blockages  on  same.  This  work  entailed  the 
relaying  of  133  yards  of  9,f  sewer  and  the  construction  oi  4 
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nev/  manholes.  Since  completed  no  further  trouble  has  occurred. 

344  yards  of  131*  sewer  we  re  relaid  in  Church  Walk,  Kolborn 
Hill,  together  with  the  construction  of  one  manhole. 

70  yards  of  12'*  sewer  were  relaid  in  Back  Windsor  and  Castle 
Streets.  Also  two  manholes  were  reconstructed. 

The  laying  of  a  new  IS1’  sewer  for  the  West  Chrome  Tanning 
Co.,  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  this  has  been  a  great 
improvement.  Since  the  work  was  completed  no  further  trouble 
has  been  experienced  by  blockages  or  flooding  of  the  roadway, 
which  wore  previously  a  common  occurrence. 

In  th^near  future  it  is  proposed  to  connect  the  sewer  which 
serves  the  Steel  Green  dwelling  houses  to  this  sewer  and  to 
remove  the  existing  outfall  on  the  Foreshore. 

Whi chain.  Conversion  to  the  water  carriage  system  and  the 
provision  of  a  septic  tank  was  carried  out  in  one  instance. 

The  reconstruction  of  a  cesspool  to  a  septic  tank  was  completed 
at  one  dwelling  house. 

Bootle .  The  work  of  laying  the  new  9'T  and  12,r  sewer  from 
the  54  dwelling  houses  at  Summer  Hill,  was  satisfactorily  com¬ 
pleted.  Periodical  inspections  were  made  at  the  Sewage 
Disuosal  Works  during  the  year,  and  I  have  to  report  that  the 
same  wo rs operating  very  satisfactorily.  Several  applications 
were  received  from  owners  to  provide  water  closets  to  their 
premises  and  to  connect  their  drains  to  the  Council’s  new 
sewer.  These  were  approved  and  the  connections  made. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report  in  the  Muncaster,  Drigg, 
Seascale  and  Eskdale  Parishes. 

Schdols .  Periodical  inspections  were  made  at  schools  through¬ 
out  the  area,  and  with  the  exception  of  minor  repairs  everything 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Eskdale  High  and  Low  Schools  are  still  the  ohly  schools 
without  modern  sanitation  and  no  further  progress  with  regard 
to  same  was  made  since  the  last  report.
